!•  (C)  General. 

a.  During  the  period  the  Uth  Difantry  Division  Artillery  fired  In  support 
of  iianeuver  forces  participatlr^  In  Operation  Hines  and  Operation  Washington 
Green.  The  oper?.tions  ran  concurrently  and  were  still  In  effect  at  the  close  of 
the  reporting  period. 

b.  Task  Organization  is  as  shown  at  Ihclosure  1. 

c.  Cornmrnders  and  Principal  Staff  are  shown  at  Ihclosure  2. 

(1)  Primary  Mission:  Tho  primary  mission  of  the  lith  Infantry  Division 
Artillery  was.  to  provide  continuous  and  timely  fire  supvort  to  the  Uth  Infantry 
Division  and  other  friendly  forces  by  destroytog  or  neutralizing,  in  priority, 
those  targets  that  jeopardized  the  accorcplishment  of  the  mission. 

(2)  Secondary  liission:  To  Increase  the  effectiveness  of  RVNA?  artillery 
elements  and  enhance  the  security  of  civili-in  population  in  the  area  of 
operation.  This  was  accomplished  by  instructing  HVNAF  artillery  units  In 
proper  firing  battery,  FDC,  and  grid  clearance  procedures,  as  well  as  instruct- 
iiig  RFA^F,  CIDQ,  PSDF,  and  villa.ge  members  in  the  correct  procedures  for  the 
adjustment  of  artillery  fire, 

2.  (C)  Intelligence.  The  intelligence  picture  was  developed  in  relation  to 

tho  three  areas,  occupied  by  Brigades  of  the  Uth  Infantry  Division,  each  of 
which  was  supported  by  a  IB  Artillery  Battalion  of  the  Division  Artillery, 
Additionally  Division  Artillery  was  responsible  for  the  Defense  of  Carp  Snarl 
and  an  area  approximately  12  kms. radius  from  Camp  Enori,  which  will  also  be 
discussed. 

a.  Areas  of  Operations. 

(1)  Ist  3de  (6-29  Arty,  DS),  Binh  Dinh  Province,  Enei^r  activity  during  the 
month  of  August  was  relatively  light  with  the  exception  of  11-17  August  when 
the  enemy  forces  increased  their  activity  to  the  west  of  An  Khe.  Iristallations 
along  Highway.  19  were  the  focal  points,  with  joining  incidents  harass  ins  attacks 
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on  punp  stations,  bridfios,  stroni;  points,  bein':  predominatet  Operations  to  the 
northeast  of  An  ilhe  continued  to  uncover  nuriierous  fortifications,  weapons, 
amraunitions  and  food  sup  ..lies. 

IXirlnf;  the  riionth  of  S^ptom'oer  cne:.:-  -.ctr-aty  throu-^ho-at  .Dinh  Dinh  Province 
rema.ined  li-ht.  Activity  along  Hii';lwc.y  19  v^-s  especially  li'-ht,  with  only  two 
riining  Incidents  reported,  'y First  brigade  continued  to  take  the  initiative 
against  9$B  Regiiaent  vicinity  east  of  VC  Valley  as  well  as  Gia  Lai  Province 
CoOTiittee  in  their  base  crea^approxiriately  UO  kilometers  northwest  of  An  Khe. 
Installations  such  as  a  .mlfonn  factory,  rear  services  supply  point,  food  caches, 
and  a  commo  station,  consplete  with  field  phones  and  a  switchboard,  attesting  to 
the  eneny’s  extensive  use  of  the  Gai  Lai  area.  To  the  northeast  of  .-sn  Khe,  1st 
Brigade  LR?  teams  and  7/17  Cavalry  elements  initiated  operations  in  Base  area 
226  (east  of  LZ  Hardtines)  to  pinpoint  elements  of  the  l8th  NVA  Regiment,  1st 
.origAde  operations  in  VC  Valley  were  concluded  at  the  end  of  September,  while 
operations  against  the  Gia  Lai  Province  Committee  to  the  northeast  of  An  Khe 
wore  continued.  Second  brigade  took  over  operations  in  Base  Area  226  on  21  Sep  69, 

Enery  activities  during  the  month  of  October  were  light  and  characterized  by 
small  unit  contacts  and  sniping  incidents, 

(2)  2d  iSrigado  (k“k2  Arty,  LS),  Kontum  Province  and  .Blnh  Dinh  Province.  Ih 
Kontum  Province  the  enery  units  were  the  UOth  Artillery  Regiment,  the  30lith 

Infantry  Regiment  and  the  U06th  Sapper  Battalion,  The  63l3t  Artillery  .Pattalion 
was  known  to  be  in  the  Kontum  area  and  had  moved  into  the  Chu  Pa  Mountain  region. 

During  the  period  1  Auivaist  to  21  September  activity  in  lontura  lYovince 
was  generally  light.  The  enemy  was  believed  to  be  recovering  from  attacks  during 
the  riionths  of  Kay  and  June,  The  eneny  continued  to  move  for  regrouping  and 
resupplying.  Detection,  of  this  moveraent  was  the  primriry  source  of  contact, 

ilbrtar  attacks  were  rediced  frora  the  previous  opaarter.  There  were  four 
known  instances  of  fire  on  Kontum  City,  These  were  attributed  to  tho  liOth  Artll- 
lery  Regir.’nnt  which  was  believed  to  be  ?n  tho  area  northeast  of  Kontum,' 

Local  guerilla  activity  included  attempts  to  terrorize  villagers.  Governing 
members  of  the  villages  were  kidnapped  and  threatened  with  death  if  cooperation 
was  given  to  the  govcrniiient  or  U,S.  Forces.  They  wore  then  returned  to  tho 
villages  with  tho  hope  that  they  would  pursuacic  others  to  aid  local  NVA  and 
Viet  Cong  troops. 

On  21  September  tho  2d  Ddo  shifted  its  area  of  eperation  to  Sinh  Dinh 
Province,  tI'ub  loth  NVA  Regiiiient  has  been  confirr.ied  in  this  area.  No  large 
scale  resistance  W£:s  met.  Snery  forces  killed  during  this  period  were  two 
hundred  and  eight,  Twen-ty-threc  enc:y  personnel  were  captured  in  action. 

Large  caches  of  rice,  other  food,  clothing,  arms,  and  ammunition  being 
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dlacovered  confirmed  this  area  as  a  resup-^ly  base. 

3h  the  area  northeast  of  An  Kho  (Sinh  Dinh  ..Province),  the  location  of  the 
7th  NVA  ReglJiant  has  throe  organic  battalions,  7th,  8th  and  9th  Jhf-antry  Bat¬ 
talions.  This  region,  loiown  as  3"sa  krea  226,  has  long  been  a  source  of  eneny 
activity  and  resupply. 

(3)  3d  3da  (2-9  Arty,  BS),  Pleiku  Province.  On  the  1st  of  Aurpist,  3d  Bde 
continued  operations  against  platoon  and  squad  si?.e  elements  in  tho  2de  AO. 

Enemy  activity  during  August  was  light.  The  enerc'’  was  believed  to  be  recoverlnf' 
from  operations  during  May  and  June.  Mining  incicbnta  along  Highway  19  &  Hi 
were  the  principle  eneiiy  activity  daring  August.  The  enemy  condicted  harassing 
attacks  and  terrorist  activities  against  villages  and  hamlets  located  throughout 
tho  AO.  On  21  August,  elements  of  Co  C,  0l5th  Eng,  moving  south  on  Rwy  lli, 
were  ambushed  ’oy  elements  believed  to  be  from  the  jolith  If*  Bn.  During  the  month 
of  ieptember  enemy  activity  throughout  tho  3de  AO  remained  light  as  N7A  forces 
continued  to  accomplish  resupply  and  refitting  operations.  Local  VC  forces 
continued  their  harassing  tactics  against  hamlets  mCi  villages  while  forces 
conducted  limited  harassing  attacks  against  US  fire  bases.  On  9  Sop  3/2-35  3hf 
engaged  an  estimated  reinforced  coii5)any,  vicinity  lA  063653,  resxilting  in  25 
NVA  KIA.  During  October  a  significant  change  in  enesy  activity  was  the  reported 
movement  of  the  2kth  Regt  HQ‘s  from  Casjbodia  to  the  Chu  ?a  Mountain  Conplex. 

Also  there  wa^  evidence  that  the  K-l»  3n,  2lith  NVA  Regt  attempt.:;!  to  move  east, 
to  interdict  Hwy  19;  On  25  Oct,  16  incidents  were  reported  in  the  Plellcu  and 
Kontum  Provincesi  3/6-29  Arty  received  ap  c3tlm.?.ted  72  C2iiiri  inortars  on  300710 
Oct  at  lA  935588  from  eler.ents  of  the  2i|th  NVA  Regiment. 

(U)  Tactical  Area  of  Responsibility  (TAOR)  Car/p  Enari,  Pleiku  Province. 
During  the  reportir^  period  enemy  activity  was  light  and  sporadic.  The  enemy 
harassed  friendly  villages  whore  CA  teams  are  located,  Sni^Jing,  small  arms 
fire  and  infrequent  mort<ar  and  rocket  fire  were  used  in  hit  -'>nd  run  tactics. 
Significant  incidents  within  the  Division  TAOR  axe  listed  below.  On  12  Aug 
Plei  Ring  Dai  received  heavy  small  arms  firo  with  3  Hontagnards  vilk.  Daring 
tho  night  of  12-13  August  tl-  e  Plei  Do  Lim  peririieter  was  penetrated  by  15  VC 
resulting  in  2  liontagneo’d  children  KIA.  On  5  Sop  l3t  Bde  S5  track  received 
heavy  S/A  fire  from  an  estir.iated  20  VC  at  AR  820325  with  no  friendly  casualties. 
On  15  Sep  a  D33COM  patrol  was  engaged  with  3/A  fire  bj’-  12  individuals  in  the 
vicinity  of  ZA  211|1|00,  negative  casualties.  At  202325  Sep  1  US  soldier  was 
wounded  when  a  DBOOH  patrol  received  30  rounds  S/A  at  ZA  155358.  Pleiku  Sector 
reported  that  on  26  Sep,  20  Catecka  Tea  Plantation  workers  received  a  propaganda 
lecture  from  30  VC,  The  CA  Team  and  indigenous  personnel  from  Plei  Breng 
detained  1  suspect  VC  with  documents  on  16  Oct  69.  Suspect  later  was  confirmed 
to  be  a  member  of  local  VC  political  cadre  operating  in  the  area  at  Plei  Breng, 
At  201820  Oct  lilRP  element  7#  vie  ZA  I8OUIO  detained  one  liontagnard  r.»le  in 
civilian  clothes  carrying  a  French  sucmachlne  gun.  After  interrogation  the 
individual  was  declared  a  IV.  At  approximately  232200  Oct,  50-60  VC  entered 
Plei  Pang  and  told  the  villagers  to  resist  US  efforts  in  the  village  and  grow 
rice  for  the  VC.  Plei  Do  Lim  received  10  rounds  of  mortar  resulting  in  2  WIA 
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(Montai^ord  men)  --Jic-.  1  KI'.  (llontr-'^n'-rd  ’.roriV’ii)  on  25  Oct  69.  On  25  Oct,  a  ?F 
element  at  3au  Canh  5tt:.ckc;d  bj'"  encrixsr  :5latocn  wit’i  7  3F  //lA,  eneii^r  casualties 
were  unknown.  On  26  Oct,  ?lei  Do  Lira  received  10  ;,!ort?r  rounds  fro;.;  AH  8U0296 
with  no  friendly  casualties;  Cnr.m  En.uri  received  3  122iwi  rockets  on  27  Oct  with 
no  dajnage  or  injuries.  SEL  was  determined  to  be  ZA  192359.  Further  investir'a- 
tion  of  SEL  revealed  a  20  foot  trench  with  5  burn  r.vrks, 

b..  Survey. 

(1)  Division  Artillery:  Doriiv;  the  reportin''  period,  the  survey  section 
continued  io  provide  5th  order  svirvcy  of  friendly  viUar'es  and  the  N'^uyen  Thi- 
Thi  Coffe  Plantation.  Resultlnf^  data  was  relayed  to  the  fire  direction  center 
at  Gar.p  Enari, 

(2)  6th  Sattalion,  29th  Artillery:  The  survey  section  continued  to  provide 
5th  order  survey  for  fir:big  batterer  locations  within  the  3rl^:ade  AO. 

(3)  Uth  .'lattallon  it2d  Artillery:  Battalion  survey  continued  to  provide  sup- 
••)ort  for  -the  firin'^  batteries  as  needed.  'Vith  the  decrease  in  enen^'’  activity 
the  battalions  -requireraonta  were  limited.  This  allowed  the  survey  section  to 
"id  the  2/3th  Sifantry  B-attalion  in  surveyin-'-  ;;iortar  positions  and  rialntain 
proficiency. 

(U)  2d  Batt'^lion  9th  Artilleiy:  Survey  was  provided  to  the  ba.ttery  and 
li.2''  mortar  platoon  Iccated  at  !lz  teredith.  Tr-averse  and  resection  s-nrveys 
wore  also  performed  for  12  Joan,  LZ  Jane,  LZ  Bison  I.X,  LZ  l!slocV>  12  H;th, 

Lt  Beatrice,  LZ  Old  ?lei  Djeronp;,  LZ  Delta,  Adequate  control  was  provided  to 
all  units  in  the  AO. 

(5)  5th  Sattalion  16th  Artillery:  The  survey  section  continued  to  provide 
5th  order  sai^oy  to  several-  ha-tTerj'  positions  within  the  Division  AO. 

e.  Radar:  (AnAP3-25) 

The  :JT/T;^-25  -pround  surveillance  r-ad  r  operated  for  896  hours  and  30  r,unutes 
with  22  non-opor''tional  days.  Brincioal  reasons  for  non-operaticnal  days  was  the 
lack  of  replacement  parts; 


6  days  -  Generator  non-operaticnal. 

16  days  -  Parts  for  the  narpietron  linear  ran^e  pot.  Power  Supoly  Receiver 
traiwmitter  were  not  available. 

There  were  208  radar  contacts  durinji  the  reportinp;  period.  63  of  the 
acquired  targets  were  engaged  with  362  rounds  of  artillery  and  riortars . 
Subsequent  ground  sweeps  of  radar  locations  reve-led  the  following;

The  rac’-'T 
was  used  in  conjunction  with  a  LOH  to  obtain  grids  of  single  houses  and  other 
friendly  locations  within  the  Division  TAOR. 

d.  R'drr  (ANAPQ-U) 

2d  Battalion  9th  Artillery.  The  AMALPQ-IiA  ccuntemortar  radar  was  operational 
for  116^.^  hour3*^ith  l5,^i  hours  of  downtliae.  Downtino  was  the  result  of  replacing 
a  power  cable,  thyratron  tube  and  azimth  drive  riiotor.  h7  registrations  wore 
conducted  duri.ig  the  reporting  period.  Ten  co-.mtermortaT/coimterrocket  3BL  were 
acq'uired  during  the  reporting  period.  None  of  the  ten  attacks  were  low  angle. 

Only  one  of  the  attacks  was  nertar.  All  SELs  were  engaged  with  counterfire 
artillery  and  r.iortars. 

6th  Battalicu  29th  Artillery.  The  ccuntoriiiortar  r-dax  section  was  operational 
for  7ub,3  hours'  "c^irliig  tTib  reporting  period.  The  AKAPQ-liA.  was  non-opera.ticnal 
for  30  days  for  tho  replacement  of  a  thyratron  ajid  a  imarnatron.  The  radar  was 
moved  frora  Action  to  An  Khe  on  7  Sep  and  then  to  LZ  Denise  on  30  Sep  69. 
pO  registrations  were  conducted  during  the  pcr.lod  of  1  Aug  to  31  Oct.  5  SSLs 
wore  acq’ulxed  and  fired  upon  with  artillei^'  and  i.iortars, 

Itth  Battalion  lt2d  Artillory.  The  AN/lC’Q*’U  Ra.drx  Set  renalned  at  Kontum  Air 
Field  imt J1  1^  October.  5ur3ng  this  period  there  were  fovr  known  indirect  fixe 
attacks.  Suspected  eiiesy  locations  were  detected  oven  though  the  attacks  were 
of  short  duration.  Fire  was  returned  on  two  ener.y  loc.ations.  The  AJTAI?Q-U 
radar  set  was  non-op erational  a  total  of  35  hours  on  three  s^arate  occasions. 

Three  major  components  had  to  be  changed  in  the  transmitter  during  this  tlaie. 

On  l5  October  the  section  was  transferred  to  Opsm  Ehari  neax  Rlelku.  Since 
15  Octo’oer,  the  radar  sot  has  been  operational. 

3.  (C)  Operations; 

a.  Plans.  During  the  period  the  Uth  Infantry  Division  participated  in 
Operation  Hines  and  Washington  Green.  Tho  operations  ran  concurrently  and  are 
still  In  progress. 

(1)  Operation  Hines  312l;00  Jan  69  -  Present. 

The  Uth  Jhfantrj'’  Division  conducted  sustained,  coordinated,  and  coiablned 
operations  to  destroy  enery  units,  destroy  or  neutralize  enemy  base  areas,  and 
Interdict  IjjflltratlOD  routes. 

(2)  Opera.tion  Washington-Green  151200  A'^r  69  -  Present. 
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The  lith  Infnntry  Division  ccnclucted  oper'^tions  in  support  of  the  1969  GVII 
P'cificcition  aid  Development' Pirn' to  destroy  VCIC,  sapper  units  end  local  force 
units;  support  Provinco/District  epor  ti(.:i3  by  clearing  and  protecting  areas 
designated  for  pacification,  and  conducting  intensive  civil  affairs  operations. 

b.  General.  The  lith  Infantry  Division  operated  in  the  three  Brigade 
concept,  each  with  r.  lOp  howitaer  artillery  battalion  in  direct  support. 

G3  and  QSk  artillery  was  positioned  so  .-.s  to  reinforce  vulnerable  areas  and 
provide  riiajcliarun  support  to  nLonouver  units,  critical  installations,  and  the 
friendly  indigenous  forces  and  population.  3h  addition  to  the  Brigade  Areas 
of  Responsibility  the  Division  Artillerj''  was  responsible  for  the  area  around 
Ccjip  Bnari.  The  areas  of  operation  will  be  discussed  separately. 

(1)  The  6th  In  29th  Arty,  in  direct  support  -f  the  Ist  Dde,  lith  Infantry 
Division,  operated  in  the  area  of  Coup  Radcliff,  An  Khe  (3RU65U67).  The  Ist 
3de  conducted  search  --nd  destroy  operations  tliroughout  the  area  of  operations 
from  the  llong  Yonj?  Pass  (nR2285l3)  to  the  iin  Khe  Pass  (bR6081;56).  Host  of  the 
contacts  with  eneii^  forces  were  sr.iall,  and  the  iiv:jcrity  were  along  highi/ay  19. 
i'ioneuver  forces  and  artillery  fires  were  directed  so  as  to  destroy  eneiiy  forces 
os  well  as  to  prevent  attacks  against  populated  areas  and  critic  !  installations 
along  highway  19.  A  prograra  to  train  indigenous  forces  in  artillery  adjustment 
w'S  also  established  and  proved  very  successful.  Artiller3'  batteries  were 
/'re<5uently  split  so  as  to  give  greater  are?  coverage. 

(2)  The  Irth  Bn  li2d  Art3'‘  was  in  direct  sup.'iort  of  the  2d  Dde,  Hh  infantry 
■Division  during  the  entire  period,  and  oper-'ted  in  the  Sontun  !?rovince  to  the 
North  and  '^/est  of  Plellcu,  until  21  Sep  69.  Contacts  were  few  and  enemy  activity 
was  light.  Due  to  the  increase  of  sr.kall  unit  operations  the  artillery  made  greater 
use  of  "hip  shoot”  positions  to  give  greater  coverage  by  artillery  fires.  On 

21  Septeniber  the  k-k2  Arty  shifted  its  area  of  operations  to  Dinh  DinJr  Profixice 
in  response  to  increased  eneiiy  activity.  h/S-29  Arty  was  placed  Ol’CON  to  the 
li-U2  Arty  and  the  fires  of  C/5-16  /irty  (15^?)  and  D/5-16  (-)  (6"3P)  were 
controlled  by  the  k~h2  Arty.  Large  caches  of  rice,  weapons,  rnd  ammunition 
were  fo>jnd,  in  addition  to  208  enemy  KIA  and  23  eneri^v  CIA.  A  Tactical  Corimiand 
Post  was  established  at  FSB  Hrrdtimes  (Dtl6l3606)  to  control  the  operation 
called  ”Putnrjii  Cougar”.  The  operation  terriinated  on  28  Oct  69  and  the  h-k2 
•i^'ty  {-)  displaced  the  TAC  CP  to  the  vicinity  of  33880060  (FS3  English)  to 
conduct  operations  in  the  An  L'.o  Valley. 

(3)  The  2d  Bn,  9th  Arty  w  s  in  direct  support  of  the  3d  3de,  Uth  Infantry 
Division  during  the  reporting  period.  The  Tacticrl  Coimond  Fost  was  collocated 
with  the  3d  Bde  headquarters  at  FS3  Or.sis  (^1111275)  luitil  27  Oct  when  the 
entire  control  eleinent  displaced  to  Camp  Snari  (/J18013It9),  the  I|th  ]hf'''ntry 
Division  base  caan.  T!a  3d  Bde  area  of  operation  was  relatively  quiet 
throughout  the  reporting  period,  characterized  by  light  eneiiy  contacts  with 
eneny  forces  using  sriiall  scale  hit  and  run  tactics. 
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(4)  The  defense  of  Camp  Enari  was  the  responsibility  of  Division  Artillery. 
The  area,  generally  circular  in  shape,  included  Camp  Enari  and  the  area  within 
approximately  12  kms  of  the  base  camp.  To  defend  Camp  Enari,  four  105mm  how¬ 
itzers,  three  155mm  howitzers  (SP)  and  mortars  were  placed  under  the  control 
of  5-16  Arty  and  fired  in  support  of  the  Camp  and  any  friendly  forces  in  range. 
Patrolling,  aerial  observation  and  search  and  cordon  operations  in  the  Tactical 
Area  of  Responsibility  (TAOR)  discovered  few  significant  enemy  activities. 

An  active  night  firing  program  was  conducted  throughout  the  reporting  period 
firing  on  suspect  enemy  locations,  past  and  possible  mortar/rocket  positions.

(a)  The  officer  and  enlisted  personnel  situation  remained  fairly  stabilized 
over  the  reporting  period.  Looking  forward  to  numerous  enlisted  personnel 
losses  duo  to  DKROS  in  the  coming  quarter,  an  extensive  training  program  is 
continuing  for  the  newer  crew  chiefs.  One  Major,  the  aviation  officer,  trans¬ 
ferred  to  division  to  become  the  Assistant  Division  Aviation  Officer.  The 
aviation  officer  position  was  then  assiuned  by  a  Captain  upon  his  extension  in 
Vietnam  for  6  months.  One  Captain  lESDS’D,  and  one  Captain  transferred  into  the 
unit  from  the  l/lOth  Cavalry.  One  Warrant  Officer  and  two  enlisted  men  joined 
the  unit  after  arrival  from  Conus.  Neither  of  the  two  new  crew  chiefs  were 
school  trained  for  maintenance  on  the  0H-6A,  One  enlisted  ?LL  clerk  was 
transferred  to  another  section  of  the  Headquarters  Batterj’',  The  senior 
enlisted  m*n,  currently  occupyii^  the  section  chief  position,  has  extended 

his  tour  an  additional  6  months.

Due  to  the  close  proxii.iity  to  Carp  Enari  of  three  of  the  assigned  artillery 
battalions  (2/9th,  3/i6th,  and  li/U2d)  supported  by  the  Division  Artillery 
Aviation  Section,  all  aircraft  except  one  were  based  at  Caim  Enmi  rather  than 
with  the  individual  units  at  the  beginning  of  this  reporting  period.  This 
policy  resulted  in  continuously  high  aircraft  ava.ilability  rates  because  tho 
section  was  able  to  rotate  aircraft  and  aviators  daily.  A  high  quality  of 
aircraft  maintenance  was  achieved  due  to  the  excellent  facilities  and  equipment 
available  at  the  organizational  level  at  Cara.')  Enani  and  to  the  outstanding 
assistance  received  from  the  70l:th  Ifclirtenaace  Battalion.  One  aircraft, 
with  pilot  and  two  crew  chiefs,  remc.ined  forward  at  An  Kho  in  support  of  the 
6/29th  Artillery  Battalion.  This  r>ieasure  was  duo  to  the  usually  poor  weather 
conditions  between  Cssa  Enari  and  An  She  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Mang  Yang  Pass 


r.rea. 
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On  21  Sept,  a  second  aircraft  with  pilot  and  crew  chief  i.iovod  to  An  Khe  to 
siroport  the  k/k2  Artillery  Battalion,  Several  atteiipts  were  made  to  keep  a 
third  aircraft  in  An  Khe,  to  permit  rotation  of  the  three  aircraft  between 
the  two  units,  but  a  continuous  shortage  of  aircraft  on  hand  plus  normal 
maintenance  downtime  disrupted  the  effort. 

Ecphnsis  during  this  period  was  on  a  new,  intensified  safetj’’  program,  which 
has  resulted  in  a  zero  accident  rate  thus  far  into  the  fiscal  year.  Areas 
that  were  stren^hened  include  the  Safety  SOP,  safety  meetings,  posters, 
bulletin  boards,  a  required  reading  file,  .and  a  "Share  It"  program.  A 
vigorous  tralnl^  program,  with  the  conpletion  of  0H-6A  instructor  Pilot 
training  by’  two  aviators  j  resulted  in  more  than  the  minimum  training  hours 
required  for  each  pilot.  T2iree  engine  failures  during  traininfi  periods  were 
successfully  autorotated  with  no  damage  to  the  aircraft.

Aircraft  utilisation  continued  to  ir.^)ro^re,  with  more  efficient  .?nd  better 
planning  of  missions  by  the  artillery  battalions.  Non-productive  time  has 
roraalned  low  and  needless  orbiting  tirae  on  artillery  a^uatment  missions  was 
reduced  by  having  grids  cleared  and  the  howitzers  roa^  to  fire  before  the 
aircraft  was  launched.  An  attenpt  is  being  siada  to  decrease  the  amount  of 
cargo  ceorisd  because  this  is  not  the  mission  for  a  LOH  (Light  Observation 
Helicopter)  and  it  reduces  the  life  of  the  sections  new  series  aircraft.

Aircraft  availability  has  slowly  climbed  with  each  replacement  of  the  new  68 
series  0H-6A,  after  the  bugs  are  worked  out  of  the  new  aircraft.  The  q[uantity 
and  quality  of  the  slave  pack  avionics  system  in  the  new  series  LOH  is  far 
superior  to  that  of  the  earlier  model,  with  incroased  ranf;e,  greater 
reliability,  and  back  up  radios  if  one  fails.  The  support  maintenance  facility 
now  has  its  ST^ply  chaiinels  set  up  and  a  store  of  float  radios  available. 

The  past  r^orting  period  has  seen  a  high  increase  in  efficiency,  quality, 
and  work  finished  in  quicker  time  by  the  direct  support  siaintenance  battalion. 
The  parts  situation  for  the  0H-6A  has  been  good  e'^cept  in  a  few  cases  for 
critical  items,  Ih  the^e  cases,  the  aircraft  has  usually  been  down  for  a 
considerable  period  of  time  for  that  critical  part  (i,e,  271  was  EDl^  engine 
oil  seals  in  Qul  Nhon  for  a  month).  Aircraft  maintenance  tea  not  bean  totally

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adequate  for  the  aircraft  stationed  forward  becaose  of  the  lack  of  facilities 
and  water  available.  Continued  eiqshaais  on  the  quality  of  maintenance  and  crew 
chief  training  plus  the  afldition  of  two  more  aircraft  on  hand  should  result  in 
continued  hisli  availability  rates.  Continued  education  for  the  supported  units 
as  to  the  efficient  utilization  of  aircraft,  safety  procedures  around  aircraft 
and  pads ,  and  loadinf,  and  unloading  procedures  of  helicopters  is  planned,

(c)  Radio  Teletype:  Div  Arty  maintains  a  2k  hour  RATT  net  with  subordinate 
battalions  using  AH/Qac-Ui2  radio  systems.  This  headquarters  also  operates  a 
station  in  the  Division  Special  Purpose  net,  providing  an  alternate  RATT  route 
to  the  artillery  battalions  co-located  with  the  Brigades,  who  also  operate 
station*  in  the  Special  Purpose  Net.  Mounted  AN/GRC-ll:2*s  are  provided  to  the 
forward  Div  Arty  CP  (when  activated),  to  Battalion  TAC  CP’s  (when  activated), 
and  to  any  artillery  batteries  qjeratlng  beyond  PM  radio  range. 

(d)  MSSSENQER:  I-Iessengers  are  used  within  base  car^  extensively,  end  the 
forward  areas  as  required. 

(2)  Base  Camp  Dofense  Comriiinications:  As  Division  Artillery  has  the 
additional  mission  of  coordJLne.ting  base  cajip  defense  operations,  additional 
wire  end  radio  coriiminications  are  reqiiired  for  this  purpose. 

(a)  Wire:  The  control  center  for  base  caiip  defense  operations,  ICC,  has 
direct  lines  to  G3,  Irth  Avn  and  i;th  Med,  the  CG  bunker.  Dragon  Mountain 
Switchboard,  TP3-23  Radar,  and  a  hot-loop  to  all  sector  control  centers.

Evaluation:  llediun  arbilleiy  batteries  are  authorized  one  K577,  heavy 
batteries  two,  ancl  battalion  operatichd  iwco  The  liniite:’;  cM.'.loyment  cf  a  con¬ 
ventional  battalion  FDC  perrilts  the  use  of  tho  battalion  FDC  by  s.  firing  battery 
during  a  split  configuration  or  during  a  hip  shoot.  Use  of  the  Dn  K577  porriiits 
greater  flexibility,  raobility,  and  faster  esnlacoment  in  a  firing  position, 

HecoEiaendation:  The  11577  normally  assigned  to  battalion  operation  be 
used  whenever  possible  to  assist  firing  units  that  are  split. 

b.  Observation:  Eneciy  elements  use  the  noise  of  night  firing  programs  to 
cover  the  noise  of  movement,  in  preparation  of  an  attack  on  the  firebase. 

Evaluation:  During  the  conduct  of  night  firing  programs  there  have 
been  attaclis  on  artillery  firebases  on  two  occasions  durlnf-;  the  reported  period. 

Hecorisnendations :

c.  Observation:  Claymore  mines  (lIlBAl)  are  subject  to  observation  by  the 
eneii?’’,  detonation  by  lightning  (causing  friendly  casualties)  £3id  displacement 
from  aiming  point  when  struck  or  the  firi:^  wires  are  pulled. 

Evaluation:  BJy  flxijv<  the  claymore  mine  to  the  lid  of  a  box,  and  burying 
the  box  sc  tha.t  the  top  is  level  with  the  grc-nid,  the  above  problems  are 
eliminated.  ;7D1/TT  wire  is  used  to  raise  the  lid  from  the  firing  position  as 
well  .as  keep  the  lid  vertical  (see  drawing).  In  case  of  detonation  by  lightning 
or  accident,  tho  blast  is  directed  upxvard  and  the  fragments  into  the  arc^and.  If 
an  individual  trips  on  tho  wire  tho  mine  is  not  riisplaced.  The  use  cf  the  box 
also  prevents  the  enecy  from  observing  the  mine  v:hen  in  position  and  also  reduces 
the  possibility  of  turning  the  mine  toward  friendly  troops.  Waste  oil  is  poured 
intc'.  snci  onto  the  wooden  box  to  prevent  deterioration  by  weather  or  insects. 

To  fire  the  mine,  tho  lid  is  raised  tc  tho  vortical  position  (by  the  TOl/TT) 
and  the  mine  is  fired. 

Recommendation:  That  claymore  nines  be  placed  inside  boxes  as  shown 
on  page  19. 
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h*  (U)  Logistics. 


Observation:  Maintenance  problem  of  SR  hotiitzer  are  magnified  when  the 
howitzer  remains  in  one  position  for  extended  periods  of  time  and  fires  at  a 
high  rate. 

Evaluttion:  On  several  occasions  units  have  been  ordered  to  displace  after 
being  in  position  in  excess  of  30  days.  Seals,  fuel  pui^s,  suspension  systems 
have  developed  prosier, is  during  the  move.  Short  road  marches  for  howitzer  have 
been  adopted  permitting  simultaneous  road  test  and  exercise  of  the  carriage. 
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a*  Observation:  The  Ici-5  rice  cro  at  tlia  village  of  ’lei  Klan  llgol  was 
doa  destroyed  by  birds. 

Evaluation:  The  new  IR-5  rice  which  was  introduced  to  the  Jfontagnards 
was  highly  successful  in  its  growth  cycle  and  reached  maturity  very  close  to 
the  scheduled  date.  The  ricsj  having  an  earlier  date  of  riiaturity  than  the 
locally  grown  rice,  afforded  an  abundance  of  food  for  the  birds  in  the  sur¬ 
rounding  areas.  Scarecrows  were  put  out  in  the  fields  but  were  ineffective 
against  the  birds.  During  the  daytime,  the  villagers  stayed  around  the  fields 
and  kept  the  birds  away.  In  the  late  evening  when  the  people  returned  to  the 
village,  the  birds  would  converge  on  the  rice  field  and  steal  the  rice. 

Recomriiendatlon : 

(1)  To  delay  planting  the  new  rice  to  a  time  when  the  new  rice  would 
nature  at  the  sane  time  as  the  locally  grown  rice.  This  would  afford  a  greater 
area  for  the  birds  'to  find  food  and  they  would  not  concentrate  on  just  one  rice 
field. 

(2)  To  develop  a  more  effective  scarecror:  systen  to  keep  the  birds 

away. 

b.  Title:  Fish  Pond  Constiruction. 

Observation:  Consideration  was  not  mde  for  the  sionsoon  rains  when  a 
fish  pond  was  built  in  the  village  of  Plei  iClan  Hgol,  consequently,  when  the 
heavy  rains  came,  the  dam  was  destroyed. 

Evaluation:  In  an  effort  to  construct  a  fish  pond  in  the  village  of 
?lei  Klan  Ngol,  the  dam  was  constructed  across  a  rice  paddy  and  a  small  stream 
bed.  A  relatively  large  spillway  was  made  to  permit  the  overflow  of  water.  The 
fact  that  the  CA  Team  was  unax-rare  of  the  quantity  of  water  which  the  stream 
carries  during  the  .monsoon  season  was  the  reason  for  the  destruction  of  the  dam. 
« 

Recommendation:  That  fish  ponds  not  be  constructvid  across  stream  beds, 
but  ;.\long  the  edges  of  the  stream  vjhere  w  ater  will  be  available  throu'-hout 
the  year  and  idiere  the  dams  will  not  be  affected  by  the  monsoon  rains.

2.  OoBBsnts  follow: 

a.  Heferenoe  item  concerning  "Claymore  Mines",  section  II,  page  18,  para¬ 
graph  3c }  concur.  This  is  a  method  of  employing  claymore  mines}  however,  it 
has  limited  application.  The  increassi  maintenance  involved  in  keeping  the 
device  in  operating  condition  negates  its  advantages.  Claymores  should  be 
inspected  and  relocated  daily.  Their  employment  depends  upon  the  enemy  situa¬ 
tion  and  is  left  to  the  discretion  of  the  unit  coismander. 

b.  Reference  item  concerning  "IR-5  rice  crops  planting  time",  section  II, 
page  20,  paragraph  8a;  concur.  The  recommendation  is  sound,  however,  the  US 
Army  is  not  in  the  agricultural  assistance  program.  This  should  be  coordina¬ 
ted  with  the  USAID  and  Provincial  Advisor  teams  at  the  local  level. 

c.  Reference  item  concerning  "Fish  Pond  Construction",  section  II,  page 
20,  paragraph  8b}  concur.  Coordination  of  such  civic  action  projects  should 
be  initiated  with  CORDS  and  USAID  advisors  at  province  and  district  level  -and 
with  the  local  GVN  officials  to  solicit  their  advice  and  expertise  on  constract- 
ing  projects  of  this  nature.  Gxiidelines  on  coordination  of  civic  action 
projects  are  contained  within  existing  directives  and  regulations.
